General Election 
November 3; Five 
Amendments Up 


Voting by absentee is now per­ 
mitted and will continue through 
October 30 for the General Elec­ 
tion set for November 3 when 
officers for all political sub-divi­ 
sions will be elected. 
The election will be held in the 
33 voting precincts of Comanche 
County by election officers ap­ 
pointed 
by 
the 
Commissioners 
Court and are not necessarily the 
same as held the Democratic pri­ 
maries last summer. 
The voters at that time will also 
pass on five proposed amendments 
i to the State Constitution as fol­ 
lows: 
1. The amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of Texas, 
requiring appropriation bills pass­ 
ed by the Legislature to be pre­ 
sented to and certified by the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts as 
to available funds for payment 
thereof, limiting appropriations to 
the total of such available funds, 
providing for issuance of bonds to 
pay off State obligations out­ 
standing September 1, 1943, and 
fixing the duties of the Legisla­ 
ture and Comptroller of Public 
Accounts with reference thereto. 
2. The constitutional 
amend­ 
ment authorizing the Legislature 
to pay for building constructed 
for John Tarleton Agricultural 
College. 
3. The amendment to the Con­ 
stitution, providing that the Leg­ 
islature may In certain counties 
create other courts having either 
exclusive jurisdiction or concur­ 
rent jurisdiction with the county 
I court in civil, criminal or probate 
i matters. 
4. The 
constitutional 
amend- 
j ment permitting the accounting 
I officers of this State to draw and 
| pay warrants for salaries to offi- 
i cers of the United States Army 
or Navy who are assigned to duties 
in State Institutions of higher 
education. 
5. The amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of Texas 
authorizing the investment of not 
more than Two Million Dollars 
<$2,000,000) 
of the Permanent 
School Fund in bonds of the State 
of Texas to be issued for the con­ 
struction of a State office build­ 
ing or buildings and providing for 
the repayment of the said sum of 
money to the Permanent School 
Fund. 
In addition to the proposed 
amendments on the ticket which 
come at the end of the ballot, 
there will be five columns for 
nominee and write-in voting. 


Columns are headed "Democrat­ 
ic 
Party.” 
"Republican 
Party.” 
"People’s Unity 
Party.” “Inde- 
pendent Candidate" and the fifth 
column is unheaded. 
The Democratic ticket is the 
only one with nominees for each 
position. 
Republicans 
have 
12 
nominees, People’s Unity party has 
six nominees, there are no candi­ 
dates for the Independent column 
or the unheaded column. 
For the first time in many 
years, the Communists have no 
place on the ballot and no nomi­ 
nees.

The program of the Upper Leon 
Soil Conservation District is the 
control of erosion by fitting crops 
to the land to keep it from wash 
Ing and blowing and the encour­ 
agement of use of range land 
which will Insure permanent high 
production. Through the district 
program, these findings and re­ 
commendations are brought dir­ 
ectly to your farm or ranch for 
you to use in planning a complete 
conservation program. 
The value of the district to any 
interested person is simply this: 
It gives you an opportunity to 
study your land and your farm or 
ranch business in the light of all 
the recent improvements in agri­ 
culture. Specifically, the district 
will aid you in the following types 
of work: 
1. Take an inventory of the 
soils by making a detail map show­ 
ing the kind and depth of soil. 
6lope and amount of erosion. 
2. Make a soil group and range 
condition class map of the range 
or pasture land to show the rela­ 
tive productiveness of the soil. 
3. Make recommendations on 
the use of soil improving crops 
and practices to control erosion 
and to maintain the soil fertility. 
4. Give engineering help in plan­ 
ning and laying out terraces and 
terrace outlet systems with con- 


Maxmnm Prices; Wages Frozen: 
Youths Are Asked To Volunteer 


(By N.E.A. War Advisory 
Committee) 


Following passage by Congress 
of the Second Price Control Act, 
President Roosevelt ordered ceil­ 
ings placed over wages, salaries, 
profits, farm prices and rents, 
and 
appointed 
Supreme Court 
Justice Byrnes as Director of Eco­ 
nomic Stabilization with the job 
of developing a national economic 
policy. 
Justice Byrnes resigned from the 
Court to accept the new position. 
He will have authority over all 
government agencies in the eco­ 
nomic field and will be assisted 
by 
a 
fourteen-man 
Economic 
Stabilization Board composed of 
eight agency heads and six pri­ 
vate citizens. 
Maximum Price« and Rents 
Immediately following the Presi­ 
dent’s executive order, Price Ad­ 
ministrator 
Henderson 
Imposed 
emergency 60-day price ceilings 
on virtually all exempt food items, 
bringing 90 percent of the family 
food budget under rigid control. 
Previously only 60 percent was 
controlled. Under control for the 
first time are butter, cheese, evap­ 
orated and condensed milk, eggs, 
poultry, fldur, dry onions, pota­ 
toes, fresh and canned fruits and 
Juices, dry edible beans, commeal 
and mutton. Food retailers, whole­ 
salers, manufacturers and proces­ 
sors are affected. Each dealer’s 
price is frozen at the highest level 
he charged in the five days Sep­ 
tember 28 to October 2, inclusive. 
The permanent ceilings later may 
entail some price reductions, Mr. 
Henderson said. 


Farm Prices and Production 
Mr. Roosevelt ordered prices of 
raw and processed agricultural 
commodities “stabilized, so far as 
practicable," at September 15 le­ 
vels and in conformity with the 
standards laid down in the new 
law. The new price control law 
provides farm price ceilings can­ 
not be set below parity or below 
the highest market level between 
January 1 and September 15, 1942, 
whichever I» higher. If such ceil­ 
ings are too low to reflect in­ 
creases in farm labor and other 
costs since January 1, 1941, the 
President s dirécted to raise them. 
The legislation calls for a 90 
percent parity "floor" under cot­ 
ton, corn, wheat, rice, tobacco 
and peanuts, the floor to be es­ 
tablished by means of loans. The 
loans may be held down to 85 
percent, however, on com and 
wheat used for feeding livestock 
and poultry. 
Agriculture Secretary Wickard. 

Miss., said 
agr culture in wartime must be 
limited to "producing only the 
farm products which are abso­ 
lutely essential." He said farm 
production for 1942!, nearly a

War Production, Small Businesses 
Following an 8.754-mile two- 
weeks tour of the Nation—kept 
secret as a special wartime safe­ 
guard—President Roosevelt said 
the War Production Program is 
going, on the whole, extremely 
well, allowing for a normal small 
percentage of lag in a program 
made a bit higher than human 
ingenuity could carry out. He said 
he thought the production pro­ 
gram would be achieved to the 
extent of 94 or 95 percent of the 
goals outlined by him last Jan ­ 
uary.

Air Conditioned Socks Witk 
Cushioned Heels, Toes and Sole 
Are Now Provided For Soldiers 


CAMP BOWIE, Oct. 5.—The 
War Department has recently an­ 
nounced that an "air-conditioned” 
sock with a cushioned heel, toe 
and sole, for desert and Jungle 
wear, has been developed for the 
Army, according to Lieut. Col­ 
onel H. F. Williams, Post Quarter­ 
master. 
These new socks Issued by the 
Quartermaster Corps are 50 per­ 
cent cotton and wool, spun in a 
loose porous stitch which gives 
the skin a chance to "breathe", 
a factor which prevents excess 
sweating, and therefore cuts down 
on chills and colds. These socks 
will replace the wool socks form­ 
erly worn but which were far too 
heavy and caused the feet to 
sweat profusely, and did not pro­ 
duce the necessary "cushioning” 
Factors considered in the devel­ 
opment of these new socks were 
burning of the feet during the 
long maches on scorching desert 
sands, and to prevent blisters and 
scratches while fighting through 
jungle streams and mountains. 
The new socks eliminate all 
these difficulties. They are light­ 
weight and comfortable, afford 
special cushioned heel, toe, and 
sole as a result of the special 
stitch used, and provide the pro­ 
per ventilation. Furthermore, the 
amount of wool—a non-conductor 
of heat, is just enough to take 
the "sting" out of the hot desert 
sands.
